Gentlemen: 


It occurs to me that much of the discourse we 
see on our beloved mailing list would have 
been conducted, once upon a time, xon the air. 


It strikes me as most ironic that many BA-ites 

seem perfectly content to use the high-tech 

medium of e-mail as an almost complete substitute for the 
radio medium for which the boatanchor rigs 

themselves were designed. That is, we love the 

rigs more for their own sake than as tools to 

be used in actual communication. 


One reason for this phenomenon is found in the realities of 
modern life: RFI problems and the like, zoning 

and covenant prohibitions on effective outdoor 

antennas, ever more compact urban living situations, 

and a general trend away from utilization of the HF 
spectrum by government and industry. All of these 

conspire to discourage the actual practice of HF ham 

radio of the style I originally came to know and love. 


Over my own 30+ years of involvement in SWLing and ham 
radio, I have also observed that many of us in fact 
prefer radios to radio. That is, some of us never 
really had a driving zeal to be on the air. That's 
not a bad thing, necessarily, just an observed reality. 


As to on-the-air activity, we certainly are not going to 
be able to turn back the clock. I personally feel, though 
that the encouragement that Bob, NA4G, has been giving 

to actual xtransmitting of signals*x is most appropriate. 
I'd love to see more use of the radios for the purpose 

of communication by radio.

The nearest one to 
200kHz was 198, which is a shame because Droitwich was often used as a 
frequency standard. 


Also don't blame the BBC for leaving MW, it was the Radio Authority which 
decided that the BBC should not "simulcast" on MW and VHF. Still one good 


thing to come out of this was that Virgin 1215 took over Radio 3's frequencies.

I never gave my thoughts on learning the code so here goes: 


I can thank the US Coast Guard Radioman School for increasing my speed; 
here's what they did:

> To graduate, one of the dozens of requirements was attaining a speed of 
> 22 wom, so from the first day of school all the characters were send 

> at 22 wom with lots of space between characters, i.e. initially the 

> coded groups were being sent at maybe 5 wpm but the speed of each 

> character was 22. Each week they'd just shorten the space between 

> the characters while maintaining the same 22 wpm for each character. 

> I hope that makes sense to you all. 

This is a good point. Of late, we have been teaching our code classes 
for the CW SIG of our club (you guessed it a real CW special interest 
group in our club!) right from the start for no-codes and those that 

want to get out of the novice stage ---- starting at 22 wpm. 


Sounds like the Navy/USCG folks had the right idea..... C:ttt..... 


My OM now SK, back in the mid-1920's learned the code in roughly the 
same way. But, he told me stories of them putting on records or 

some sort of machine that kept the code going at night, when everyone 
was going to sleep or sleeping, and they could keep the tin cans on 
during that time. It really helped, immensely, so I was told. 

My OM originally learned American Morse back about 1910 or so, so he 
had to re-learn it when he went into the military radio (2nd Signal 
Co., Ft. Sam Houston, TX if my memory is not foggy). 


So, there is rhyme and reason to teaching the code..... C:ttt..... 

> 

> We were taught to ‘copy behind' - don't hit the typewriter key too 
> quickly - lag behind a bit. I'd get around to typing a character 

> while the NEXT was being sent. Oh, our typewriter keys were blank - 
> we were learning touch typing at the same time we were learning the 
> code. 

> 


Copying behind is, indeed, a very important function. It becomes a 
VERY important function when you are running at speed and you are 
copying words at a time, rather than characters at a time. I have 
heard that the old timers could copy a line behind at a time (lines 
were standardized at 5 or 10 word groups per line), bang the line 
down at 60 wpm typing speed or faster, and then fill the buffer with 
the next line, etc., nary missing a beat, and still being able to 
drink a cup of coffee, or hold a conversation with the mate on watch 
or such. 


I am not a great artist at copying behind, but I find it really helps 
the speed and frees up the mind if you copy at least a word or two 
behind. My problem is that I am not the best of touch typists...., 

so numbers kill me at speed, when copying behind, because I have to 
look too intently at what I am actually typing in the way of numbers. 

I have not tried typing on screen, where one could correct on the fly. 
That might be easier. My goal is 100% copy without errors at whatever 
speed I need on a manual mill. I am dreaming a bit, but it is not 

so bad at the routine press and wx speeds of 20-25 wom. Faster than 
that, ouch! Maybe I need another typing refresher course..... (:44$..0.. 


> We only got to play with straight keys - the instructors all had bugs - 
> we were all awed by those Vibroplexes. I believe we had to attain 
> a sending speed also of 22 wpm. 


I was lucky enough (well heeled enough at the time I started to get 
into radio) that I bought a couple of bugs, new from the local radio 
store. I gave one to the OM and kept one (now have both). It was 
quite helpful to start out early on the bug, but you would never have 
believed all the weight I piled onto the end of the pendulum to slow 
the thing down sufficiently for the standard Novice crawl..... (Gn ee 
I believe it helped me get a feel for the sound/quality/rhythm of the 
code that I otherwise might not have gotten. The modern hams will 
probably go straight to keyers or keyboards. That is OK. I wanted 

to be like the OM, so used his favorite tool, the bug. Regardless 

of which tool one uses, be it straight iron, the bug, the keyer, or 
the keyboard, one should strive to send the very best code that one 
can, and practice, practice, practice, practice, practice until one 
gets the hang of it and gets it RIGHT. Also, ALL hams should practice 
with a straight iron, regardless of what high and mighty other tool 
they use. It takes an amazing amount of practice and cool to maintain 
a comfortable 20-25wpm on a straight iron and send code that is readable. 
That is one of the reasons that I was interested in starting the CWIST 
thing --- to get folks to take a little better care in the code they 
are sending. But, it seems that most of the CWIST folks already send 
pretty fair code on the straight iron, in my book, cuz nary a one of 
them were difficult to read. 


Coast Guard policy was that to use a bug on the job at one's duty 
station (after graduation) one had to have attained a RECEIVING speed 
of 25 wpm - sort of a reward.

Sounds good, although, I think in the ham circles, there is good reason 
to progress to a keyer or keyboard in a reasonable time, as long as one 
does not forget the art and craft of the straight iron. 


Keep in mind that most of those entering RM school had never learned 
code and were not hams. Their entrance scores (to get into the CG you 
have to take a battery of tests) were high enough that RM school 

was one of the service schools they could choose from. RM school 

had at least a 95% grad rate so their code methods were sound. I have 
to periodically remind those in the code/no code debate on 
r.r.a.policy of this fact, for some pro no-codes argue that 

there are some who CAN'T learn the code. Bull. So there.

This has been my finding too. I have yet to find anyone who wanted to 
learn the code and took the time to learn the code, that could not learn 
the code. Someone prove me wrong, please. I know, there are rumors about 
that someone in the net has tried for years to learn the code. My findings 
would indicate that he could....... with a 100% certainty, based upon 

my experience over the years. No flames please, my flak suit is at home 
being laundered. 


Those of you who read r.r.a.misc saw on this week's Newsline that 
a group of manufacturers of HF gear are going to start a petition 
to reduce the code speed to 10wpm so more hams have HF privs. 
Altruism, or more sales?

This is a very important point about CW in modern rigs. I havea 
TS-140S on a rather long term loan from a good friend (cuz he has several 
rooms full of rigs of various vintages). It is the absolute pits on CW 
QSK at speeds greater than about 20 wom. I use rather heavy weighting 
of the dots to keep things at proper weighting. The relays are just too 
bloody slow. They were not designed for QSK but were designed for the 
socalled *‘vox QSK'' °‘semi-breakin'' **‘shit-for-brains breakin''. 

If you have ever worked real high-speed QSK, you will instantly know 
what I mean. I have run 5 different TenTec rigs, from the most ancient 
powermites to recent deltas (now they are effectively out of my price 
range, so I stick to my boatanchors) and they all could handle QSK with 
great speed and precision. One would think that the rice box folks 
would sit up and take note of TenTec's QSK qualities. But, they seem 
slow to have taken note, or only very recently to have cared. I have 
heard that some of the most recent rice boxes are better in the QSK 
department. I hope so.

better class of QSK into their rigs, especially at the prices they 

are trying to get, else, I will stick with what I know that does FB QSK, 
the TenTecs or the ol' military boatanchors designed for QSK.

to avoid broadcast QRM, and (c) to look for 

other CWists who have moved off a bit for 

a chat to allow the center fq. to serve essentially 
as a calling fq.

Obviously. The 3702.5khz et al are just the starting frequencies. 
There is always plus or minus QRM and if several folks are aboard, 
then branch out up and down to accommodate all. Remember, CW can 
occupy 1/2 kc so we should be able to fit several folks into a tight 
piece of spectrum. Practically, it is sometimes fun to eavesdrop on 
several QSO's at the same time if they are all in the same passband. 
It makes for reading the mail easier..... (:ttt..... 


The only reason I feel that even two frequencies 
per band are needed is so that fellows who might 
want to run a BA kW won't be held back by the 

250W limit in the Novice segments. I myself use 
the Novice segments, even when I'm not in QSO with 
a beginner. But, sometimes, I like to run power. 


Do any of these proposals make any sense 
to you, Bob?

This brings up an interesting point that I heard on the air (from a CW 
press broadcast, no less). Over the past several years, folks via 


the IMO (International Maritime Organization located somewhere over 

in GB [if anyone know exactly where, please clarify]) have been pushing 
the GMDSS (Global Maritime Distress and Safety System) as a replacement 
for 600 meters CW distress calls. There was a note in the text of this 
particular CW press broadcast, that I more or less routinely copy to 
find out what is going on in the marine radio world, to the effect that 
the IMO had made a suggestion that ships should not give up their 

HF equipment just yet..... there were supposedly some rather disturbing 
problems in the satellite systems that were essentially not getting 
communications from point of origin to point of destination (or where 
they should have gone). It was not clear whether it was from land 
based stations to ships or from ship based stations to land based stations, 
but it makes one wonder if the ©‘new'' satcomms are all they are 
cracked up to be when the chips are down, and it really counts. 


Any comments from anyone in the know, please pass them along my way.

Get a Drake C-line with s/n above 26K...the earlier ones had nylon gears in 
the PTO/frequency display system-probably other "tweaks" in the later units 
too, though I don't know fer sure. 


As soon as I got back into radio (I was distracted by the $0 college-type 
budget) I came into a C-line and swear it's state of the art, even by today's 
LSI-laden (damn-it!) standards. Plus, in addition to the glowing bottles, 
the meter and freq. display glow a neat blue! 


Pay about $400 to $450 for a good C-line (R-4C,T-4XC,AC-4,MS-4) with all the 
filters you can get (500hz is great for CW, 6kHz is primo for AM)...the noise 
blanker isn't necessary unless it's a "throw-in". Shoot for one that looks 
the best inside and out-of course it should operate per specs. 


Also, I'd opt for a C-line with NO MODS, of course. Mine are unmodified and 
perform extremely well-excellent stability, ease of tuning (TX and RX), great 
features (expecially RX: notch, passband tune, xtal filters), and handsome 
styling!

The HW-17 is an AM rig. Heath designed an FM adapter for it sometime later, 
but the basic unit is AM. I might add the HW-17 is a number of problems, not 
all of which were solved with the release of the HW-17A. These problems 
inlclude low audio on the transmitter, a much-too-strong "spot" signal, very 
poor AGC, a useless noise blanker, microphonics, poor receiver sensitivity, 
and and the FM adapter that just didn't work very well. Heath offered 

owners of the HW-17 two seperate modification kits to rectify these problems. 
But they were never entirely successful. 


The HW-17 is not a true transceiver--it has completely separate circuits 

for its tube-type transmitter (xtal controlled) and its solid state receiver 
(tunable). It runs around 10 watts between 143.2 and 149.2 MHz. 8156 final 
amp tube.

Anchorites: Here's a description of Loomis's most avid fan, based on 
personal meetings with him: 


One energetic resident of Washington DC is an avid promoter of Dr. Loomis. 
He (the currently alive resident) has waged a continuous crusade for some 
time now to get congress to proclaim a special day for Loomis, and claims 
that Loomis was in fact the earliest person to communicate with radio. 


It appears that Dr. Loomis had kites or baloons (I can't remember which) 
aloft on two high places in Virginia with wire tethers.

Hello fellow BA-lovers, this is one happy BA-lover today, as he yesterday 


bought a very nice R-388 which works fine, was cheap ($20) and really dirty, 
so on with the cleaning. By the way, what is the difference between R-388 
and 5134 ? 


To the subject of mail list vs news group, etc, I too prefer the mail list. 
However, I need my BA messages separate from the rest for various reasons, 
such as being able to spot urgent ones. Sometime ago I developed a small 
program which performs this separation as soon as a message comes. I am 
posting it here in case others find it useful. 


This program works only on Unix systems. It puts the BA mail in the file 
"boatanchors" in your home directory and leaves the rest of the mail 
where it has always been. To read therefore the BA mail, you enter the 
command 

mail -£ ~/boatanchors 


For this scheme to work you need a file named ".forward" in your home 
directory. This file contains the line 

| /path/mail-filter 
where "path" is the complete pathname to your home directory. 


Cut the file that follows and place it in your home directory under the 
name "mail-filter". Then enter the command 
chmod a+x mail-filter 


That should do it. Send a couple of messages to yourself, one with 
"boatanchors" in its subject line and one without, to test that they are 
located in the correct places. If you are adventurous, you can configure 
the program to handle additional mailing lists, sender names, etc. 

Drop me a line if all these turn out to be too confusing.

Company and was used as a textbook in the Loomis Radio College in 

Washington, DC at about that time. There are a number of pages in

When I first started working in broadcast engineering, the TV transmitter I 
maintained had mercury vapour rectifiers (6 of them) in a row behind the 

big glass front door. The chief engineer was too cheap to replace the 
rectifiers until they were dead as posts. Soooo.... I would come in to 

start the transmitter at 6:00AM, fire up the filiments, do some minor work for 
15 minutes while the tubes warmed up, then hide behind a door and reach way out 
to hit the plate switch because the mecury vapour rectifiers would almost 
always arc over with a loud bang the first couple times before they finally 
would act like rectifiers. Scared the hell out of me (and the other techs)! 


Broadcast transmitters are very forgiving, so I just had to turn off the plate 
switch and try again. click FLASH BANG click click FLASH BANG click hummmmmm. 
Whew!

Many moons ago, I worked for the Naval Electronics Systems Command (NAVELEX) 
on a UHF (225-400 MC AM) transceiver called the URC-25 (I think) which was 
part of SRC-20/21. A real boat-anchor, this thing was originally designed by 
Collins in the 50's for use in landing craft for forward air control. 

Could be completely sealed shut to keep out water and sand but then had an 
MTBF of 10 hours or so (I guess they figured you either had a beach-head by 
then or it didn't matter any more). 


Rack mount, heavy duty stuff - 5 inch shell, no problem :-) 

Had a mechanical auto-tuner with bunches of crystals in a synthesizer 
that allowed 5 kc channel spacing maybe? Maybe 20 preset channels which 
you could dial-up with a remote controller box. You had to tune the RF 
stages by bending capacitor rotor plates which were all ona 

common shaft. Used a 4CX150 final putting out 20 watts!! 


Anyway, the Navy ended up with thousands and thousands of these things 


because of some botched procurement deal and they became the primary 
ship-to-air communications xcvr throughout the fleet - Aircraft carriers 
had 20-30 of these things and every ship had at least a couple. 


So all that long story out of the way, my question is: Why haven't I ever 
seen any of these things available as surplus or at hamfests. Surely the 
Navy has replaced 'em by now, and they had lots of nice parts, ran off 

110V 60cycles (nice power supply module), and the SRC-20/21 version included 
an amp with I think a pair of 4CX250's. 


Did they all end up in some poor third world country ? poor guys...

Nick, 


This problem of disintegrated pot metal casting comes up from time to time 
in the repair and restoration of antique radiosx. The problem is that "Pot 
metal" is essentially whatever's-in-the-pot. It turns out that even trace 
amounts of lead make it rather unstable, and over the years it simply 
disintegrates, warps, cracks, or looses strangth. 


A fellow BRASS (Bureau Radio Amateur Signal Society) member here is a world 
expert in metallurgy and corrosion. I asked him about it in the hall one 
day, and he said the only prevention is to coat the whole thing with a good 
paint or other coating. That will prevent further degradation, but won't 
restore much strength or the original shape. Getting some glue or epoxy 
down into the cracks may help a part stay together, but there's still risk 
of poor strength. 


For antique radios which are valuable enough, some people have made molds 
of intact parts and made new castings, either of the old parts melted down 
or of new material. This is obviously a process you wouldn't do unless 


you wanted to fool around and have fun, or unless the radio was a valuable 
piece, and someone was paying you to do it or get it done. 


That's about all _I_ know. If there's interest, I can see if any other 
MAARCx member knows of someone who will do such work, or put additional 
questions to the corrosion guy.

Almost all the Air Force sites in the Continental U. S. A. have been 
replaced by Federal Aviation Agency type ARSR-3 long range search radars. 
This takes care of the ground based long range search situtation. This is 
supplemented by AWACS planes for combat situtations. There are still some 
Air National Guard bases also, I think Mount Hebo A.F.S. in Oregon is still 
going as of a year ago (I saw the technicians needed ad in the Air Force 
Times). Aix Combat Command probably still has a few mobile equivalents 
(MPS-...) o£ the FPS-6 height finder and the FPS-8 long range search set, 


mounted on trailer trucks. 


In Fall of 1962, at the start of the Cuban missile crises, I and another 
fellow were ordered by our commander at Cape Charles A.F.S., to set up an 
emergency communications & MARS station immediately. We already had two 
BC-610s but no receivers in the existing MARS station. I was then taken to 
an outlying site where in an unused corner of the building I was allowed to 
choose 3 receivers from their stockpile. Their stockpile consisted of 400, 
repeat 400 SP-600s, mostly modified through modification JX-17. Then they 
had 2 R-390As. So being a knowledge able person, I took the two R-390As and 
one SP-600-JX-17. Actually the SP-600 was much easier on the hands towards 
the end of a 16 hour shift. The reason these selected sites had maybe 600 
receivers was because in addition to being a radar station, they also 
relayed the information obtained from the Navy picket ships (usually a 
destroyer or Liberty/Victory type ship converted to a radar carrying ship). 
They also relayed information from the AEW planes, usually EC-121 Connies. 
Our normal transmitters on the ground, talking to the aircraft, were Wilcox 
99C or 99SSB types. You almost never these on the surplus market today. 


At our GATR site the FRT-49 transmitter was used to relay intercept 
information to F-102 or F-106 aircraft. I was told that under cetain 
circumstances, the aircraft could be flown from the ground if the pilot was 
incapacitated (read bullet hole in temple!). Anyway the idea was guide the 
fighter nearby and release a conventional or nuclear armed missile. This 
FRT-49 ran 20 kw. with klystron finals in the 225 to 399.9 mHz range. 

Normal ground to air communicatios was accomplished with AS-197 antennas, 
and GRC-27, as someone mentioned several days ago on this net. 


This work was not very romantic at times. Sensitivity checks every 8 
hours-- on the FPS-3, this meant climbing a 100 ft. tower in whatever 
weather was convenient, i.e. rain, ice, snow. Checks were done during slack 
times (aircraft traffic wise). Changing a failed pre-TR tube on an FPS -3 
(read 2 hour job) in a howling Northeaster was real fun. We had a running 
discussion about the genealogy of the mechanical engineers of General 
Electric's Heavy Radar Division who had designed this mechanical monster 
with more screws (and bigger ones) than a Johnson matchbox. No power 
nutdrivers on top of these towers. We also had prime comments about the 
person in the Pentagon who decided that you didn't need radomes below the 
Mason-Dixon line. Luckily his successor saw things differently and we began 
to get radomes in the new installations starting in 1962, in our case on the 
FPS-7B and the FPS-26. 


As I type this, I realize my body has replaced my scar tissue on my finger 
tips from changing too many hot 5687s and 5814As!

Well, sometimes things really go my way. Last week I gave 
away a Type-80 rectifier tube that had been in a power supply 
I rescued from oblivion. Today, the person to whom I gave 

the tube said, "Even with the new rectifier the radio 

doesn't work. Want it?" I moved my car over next to his 
without hesitation. 


"The radio" turns out to be a 1933-vintage National FBX-A 
superhet, that uses two plug-in coils for each band. I 
have the radio and the power supply, and the A, C, 80, 
40, 20 and 10-meter coil sets. 


I'd like to acquire the B and D coil sets if anyone has 
them. Those coil sets cover about 7-10 and 1.5-2 Mc. 


What I've learned so far is that this set is the crystal- 
filter version of the FB-7 receiver. It uses 7 tubes 
(1-56; 1-57; 2-58; 1-59; 2-24A). The oscillator and 
detector coils are changeable from the front panel. RF 
gain is adjusted from the front panel with an edge-knob 
calibrated in "R" units. The crystal filter is adjusted 
from the right side (antenna terminals are on the right 
side also); you open the lid to gain access to the BFO. 


With no RF stage, image rejection was apparently poor. 

Later in 1933, QST published an article by Jim Lamb (who 
invented the crystal filter) and Ed Handy (of Handbook fame), 
detailing a preselector you could add in front of sucha 
receiver. National apparently marketed such a preselector for 
use with the FB-7 (non crystal-filter model) or FBX-A. 


The black-wrinkle cabinet is about 12" on a side. There's 
a calibration chart on the front panel. The tuning dial 
is calibrated 0-100. 


According to the 1933 QST ad, the list price was $79.50, 
LESS COILS AND TUBES. Coil sets went for $10 a band, or 
you could buy blank forms and roll your own. The power 
supply (which I have) was an additional $24.50 (suggested 
retail). Lots of dough in 1933. 


I haven't had a chance to do any exploration inside, and 
probably won't for a while, as I'm going on vacation, 
then returning to the BC-348 project. I've discovered an 


extra toggle switch on the left side and an unauthorized 
hole on the right side. Otherwise it looks pretty good. 
The wrinkle finish is dusty but not chipped or rusted. 


The coils have 5-pin bases (not sure of the number of pins) 
and ring-type handles. They're labeled "A" or "3.5-4.0 Mc" etc. 


Guess I got the type-80 back with interest!

One never makes two dits or two dahs on the same side consecutively. 

The changing of the guard from dit to dah is done by speeding or slowing 
the movement of the rocking back and forth of the lever arm. 

Quite simple, actually, but very distinctive in sending action.

A hacksaw blade was standard issue for ham sideswipers. 
Also, if you knew anyone around a machine shop that could spare a 
bit of spring brass or spring steel, that would work quite well, too. 


The earliest commercial sideswipers were the Bunnell Style W Radio Key 
(known as the **Bunnell sideswiper'') and the famous *‘Kootie Key'' 

both of which were made from about 1917 or so until maybe 1930. 

I am not sure of the exact dates (other BA folks know ---- Chuck?). 

These were advertised in early QST's. There may have been some 

custom made ones for landline telegraphers, but I don't know enough 

about that area (any other BA folks have any insights that I have missed?). 


The Bunnell sideswiper was made in a few small runs as late as 1985, 
when the last were made. There are a few parts still available from 
the fellow in NY who bought the Bunnell rights some years ago. 


There was some talk by him of doing a production run of a mineature 
version of the sideswiper for collectors and the like, but I have not 
heard of anything much lately. I still have a tidbit about the 

company hanging on the wall over the terminal here. The last address that 
I have for Bunnell is....... INSO Electronic Products, Inc., 166-T Babylon 
Turnpike, Roseveldt, NY 11575, tel(516)378-9500. I was going to order 

one if the full sized sideswiper was still available, but apparently 

there was no further interest in a production run and available parts 
on-hand had been used up. 


Maybe if all the Boatanchor Folks got together, we could start sufficient 
interest for a run of a couple dozen keys...... hmmmmmm, just thinking..... 


There have been several articles in QST and in the early Gernsback 
Radio News of the 1920's that were sufficiently detailed that would 
allow one to make a key fairly easily. The basics are straightforward 
enuf. I will try to remember to check my files for anything. I might 
be able to scan it in and post a postscript file of the designs. 


One can take a regular keyer paddle (dual or single lever) and wire 
the thing up quite easily as a sideswiper, if you want to test out 
the feel and the gist of the thing. Go for it.

There is still life in the ether and winds in the sails of 
marine radiotelegraphers (Shipboard Radio/Electronics Officers) 
if I am reading the FCC action report correctly. 


I am not exactly sure of the specifics, but apparently this 

guy with a probably a 2nd radiotelegraph certificate was acting 

as the sole operator on a ship, without his having had the 

6 months service endorsement. OUCH, that is very clearly stated 

in the Part 80(?) FCC rules for shipboard operations or in the 

Part 13 which governs licensing (I don't have those parts handy 
right now to check which it is --- when I get home I will try to 
remember to check my parts 13/80 and the Communications Act of 1934). 


That is one of the difficulties getting a job as a shipboard sparks. 
You have to have that 6 months endorsement and you can't get that 

6 months endorsement without being aboard as an apprentice operator 
(2nd operator or even 3rd operator). The unions have not been taking 
on apprentices since the Gulf War, and everything seems at a snails 
pace or standstill. Actually, you can't get the 1st class license 
without 1 year prior shipboard service or coast station service.

JOSEPH SAWCHUCK DENIED CANCELLATION OR REDUCTION OF 
FORFEITURE FOR FAILING TO HAVE REQUIRED FIRST CLASS RADIOTELEGRAPH 
OPERATOR'S CERTIFICATE 


The FCC has upheld an action by the Field Operations Bureau 
and denied Joseph Sawchuck, IV,'s request for cancellation or 
reduction of a forfeiture issued in the amount of $5,000 for 
serving as the sole radio officer aboard a vessel in violation of 
the Communications Act. The Act requires two radio officers on 
board unless the radio officer has received a six month service 
endorsement to his First-Class Radiotelegraph Operator's 
Certificate. 


Sawchuck served as sole radio officer aboard the vessel 
PATRIOT without a required Six Months Service Endorsement. Seeking 
review of the Bureau's assessment, Sawchuck argued that the 
Bureau had failed to adequately consider and apply the proper 
standard and downward adjustment criteria set forth in the 
Commission's Policy Statement, Standards for Assessing Forfeitures. 


Denying review, the Commission stated that Sawchuck had 
failed to show that the Bureau erred in its findings of fact, or 
misapplied the law and its policy to the facts. The Commission 
said that all relevant facts were considered by the Bureau in 
reaching its finding of liability for monetary forfeiture. Also, 
the Commission found that the Bureau applied the correct standard 
in determining Sawchuck's liability for forfeiture under the 
Commission's Policy Statement, and all facts and circumstances 
applicable to each of the criteria set out in the Policy 
Statement.

Fellow boat anchorites, 


A couple of years ago, I bought what I thought was an old transistor 
hearing aid at a Hamfest. It's ina gray plastic case 3 inches by 2 
and a half by 3/4. It came with a wired on hearing-aid style earphone 
attached, and a 3 inch length of wire for an antenna (might have been 
shortened). The cover is held on by a single thumb-wheel screw. The 
cover is embossed with "FLORAC pat. pend" in raised letters. Inside 
the cover are rubber-stamp style writings. "RICHARD R. FLORAC, Ultra 
miniature electronics, 246 East 45th Street, New York 17, N.Y." and 
"CRYSTONIC Power Multiplier, pat. pend., FM-AM 88 to 110 Mc., Tuning 
Knob IN 88 Mc. OUT 110 Mc., Do not tamper with tuning and antenna 
system." Half the inside is taken up by space for 2 batteries with 
rubber stamp labels "Mallory Mercury 12 or RM 120" and "Eveready 507 
or 507B". The little phenolic chassis has an old style diode, looks 
similar to a glass 1N34, a small permeability tuner, on-off /volume 
control, tiny audio transformer, a choke, and a few resistors and 
capacitors. Lifting up the chassis reveals not transistors plugged 
into the small sockets, but a couple of subminiature tubes and the 
note "Observe red dot on tubes and sockets. Replace with Raytheons 
5676 triode and CK 533AX or 6088 pentodes." 


I assume the batteries were "AA" 1.5 volt and a 22.5 or 30 volt 
hearing aid battery but have not cross checked the data. My guess is 


the device hails from the early 1950's. Any guesses as to any 
probable use, other than as an early "Walkman" for FM broadcast? 
Surreptitious listening to a hidden transmitter perhaps? Anyone ever 
heard of the manufacturer or have a lead on an advertisement on the 
device? Anyone have one like it?

There seems to be some interest in UHF aircom scanning; here's a list of 
"active" frequencies in the Boston Area to listen for, even though I use an 
AR-3000A and not a boatanchor revr (ack!). But hey, I once had a boatanchor 
converter that *xmechanicallyx scanned the band ..... 


Every frequency was confirmed as having actual AM military aircraft comms on it 
(the band was carefully scanned in 20 MHz chunks for a week each, so that each 
frequency was revisited every 3 seconds. Active frequencies were noted 
manually; the scan increment was 50 kHz.) 


The number following the frequency is the number of times the frequency was 
active in a recent five day (weekday) period. Revisit time for this automatic 
active frequency scan was 21 seconds, due to the slowness of the computer 
logger. Some of the more active freqs are VHF simulcasts for military air 
traffic; in any case, the UHF band is pretty quiet.
